AincoUlICER.  To  accomodate  the  large  numbers  of  visitors  who  come  to 

our  Kational  Forests  for  fishing,  camping,  hunting,  hiking, 
winter  sports  and  other  activities  the  United  States  Forest  Service 
has  provided  some  4,000  camping  and  picnic  grounds  equipped  with 
fireplaces,  tables,  benches,  water  supplies  and  other  facilities. 

Besides  these  free  public  facilities,  vi.sitors  often  w;:^nt  special 
lodging  accommodations  and  convenient  sources  of  provisions.,  The 
Forest  Serlvce  does  not  enter  into  such  commercial  resort  enterprises, 
but,  where  conditions  require  it.  special  use  perailts  may  be  issued 
to  private  concerns,  usually  run  by  local  people,  to  erect  and 
maintain  resort  buildings,  stores,  service  stations,  and  the  llker-. 
However,  such  permits  are  issued  only  v;hen  it  is  considered  that  the 
accommodations  are  necessary  to  the  comfort,  enjoyment  and  safety  of 
those  v.ho  visit  the  National  Forests.
